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SURVEY OF COLONIAL COINS RECOVERED IN 
SOUTHERN NEW JERSEY - PART II 

(Wayne H. Shelby) 


Introduction: After the publication of my first article in the 
C4 Newsletter “Survey of Colonial Coins Recovered in Southern 
New Jersey” (Winter- 2003, Volume 1 1, Number 4) I have 
recovered and documented a number of additional finds from the 
Burlington County, New Jersey area. I believe that these 
recoveries and the addition of tables 5 thru 10 will provide a more 
in depth picture of the typical coins used and carried during 
colonial and early America. 

Most additional finds are the result of my locating new metal 
detecting sites (57 thru 71). However, some finds are the result of 
my continued effort metal detecting at various sites previously 
listed in my last publication (sites 1 thru 56). The finds are 
documented accordingly. 

Table #2 was revised by further breaking down the less commonly 
used foreign coins by type, denomination and ruler. This was 
accomplished by a thorough re-examination of my collection using 
various reference books as a guide. I was also able to specifically 
identify a number of pieces previously listed in my last 
publication. 

In sites numbered 1 thru 56, 1 give the total number of coins found, 
and then provide a listing of the more important and 
identifiable ones. The less important coins or ones identifiable 
only to generic type or metal type will appear later in Table #2, 
“Summary of 1 1 16 coins dug in Southern New Jersey”.

With my latest addition of sites numbered 57 thru 71,1 recorded all 
coins found at that particular location including those identifiable 
only to generic or metal type. 

Sites numbered 1 thru 71 account for a total of 903 coins, of which 
I can identify 555 while the remaining 348 were so deteriorated 
from their years in the ground that specific attribution was 
impossible. However, many of the 348 unknowns could at least be 
generally classified as to generic type or at least metallic 
composition, and will be included in following tables. These 
tables are: 

Table 1: Dates of reign for foreign rulers. 

Even though their date cannot be deciphered, some of the 
found coins can be identified when only the country and/or 
ruler are visible. Helpful reference material is provided in 
Table 1, which correlates country, monarchs and their 
respective dates. 

Table 2: Summary of 1116 coins dug in Southern N.J. 

This table provides a complete list of 1 1 16 coins I have 
found in the Burlington County area. It is inclusive of the 
903 coins found at the 71 sites described above in addition 
to another 213 finds from other sites throughout the area. 

Also note that further evaluation of the 348 unidentifiable 
coins listed in the inventories from the 71 sites has reduced 
the census of absolute unknowns to only 155, which coins 
still bear no clues as to what they might have been. 

Table 3: The survey with condensed categories. 

This table summarizes the 1 1 16 by general type. Note that 
155 coins could not be identified other than to metal type - 
they were in effect “metal disks.” 
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Table 4: Spanish America/Spain silver by mint mark. 

In this table, I’ve provided a listing of Spanish and Spanish 
Colonial silver coins that had enough detail to identify as to 
date and mint. For coins found in one of the 7 1 sites, the 
number of the site is listed; those recovered from an 
unspecified Burlington-area site are indicated with an “xx.” 

In the following discussion of the 71 sites, it should be 
noted: “Spanish” is taken to mean Spanish-American, 
except in four cases, which are indicated by “Spanish 
(mint),” which are pistareens or their fractional parts from 
mainland Spain. 

Table 5: Colonial America coins by variety. 

In this table I’ve provided a listing of Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Connecticut, Vermont and Machin’s Mills coins 
with enough detail to identify by known varieties. 

For coins found in one of the 71 sites, the number of the 
site is listed; those recovered from an unspecified 
Burlington County area site are indicated with “xx”. 

This table also lists the quantity of the known varieties 
found. 

Table 6: Accounting of cut coins. 

This table provides a listing of the cut fractional portion of 
the coin recovered by country of origin, type, composition 
and /or date when enough detail remains to do so. For 
coins found in one of the 71 sites, the number of the site is 
listed; those recovered from an unspecified Burlington 
County area site are indicated with “xx”. 

Table 7: Accounting of holed coins and/or attempted 

holing. 

This table provides a listing of the coins altered by holes or 
attempted holing by country of origin, type, and 
composition and or date when enough detail remains to do 
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so. Further details provide the general location of their 
occurrence and shape. 

Table 8: Accounting of countermarked coins. 

This table provides a complete listing of my various 
countermarked coins by country of origin, type, 
composition and/or date when enough detail remains to do 
so. 

Table 9: Accounting of counterfeit coins. 

This table provides a listing of the identifiable counterfeit 
coins by country of origin, type, composition and or date 
when enough details remain to do so. An accurate 
accounting is not possible because a large majority of coins 
documented in the survey are made of copper. The coins 
exhibit various stages of corrosion and or deterioration due 
to their years of being exposed to the elements and various 
ground conditions. Some dug coins may retain the most 
intricate details to provide us with specific attribution while 
others are so badly deteriorated only the generic type or 
metal composition is identifiable. Therefore, I believe the 
actual percentage of the counterfeit coins to be much higher 
than documented in my survey. 

Table 10: Special interest coins and artifacts. 

This table provides a listing of a few larger denomination 
coins which appear to have been hidden and evidently lost 
or forgotten, possibly due to devastation of the structure by 
fire. Other special interest items are some early American 
coppers which appear to have been targeted by vandalism 
and the listing of various scale/coin weights by their 
markings to possibly reveal our early buying and trading 
habits. 

I am also reporting other notable artifacts found to provide better 
insight as to the actual age of these locations. To identify by

number the various military buttons found at these sites use Record 
of American Uniform and Historical Buttons Bicentennial Edition'.

Complements of most quantity terms are necessary. A 
complement is defined as one of two mutually competing parts. 
The terms occasional, few, some, many, approximately and most 
require complements of some kind to account for the entire 100%. 

Each of my documented site numbers 1 thru 71 gives a listing of 
artifacts found at that particular site. By listing the approximate 
number of buttons found, the types recovered and by applying the 
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general quantity terms to the types found, we are able to decipher 
an approximate time period the site was inhabited. 

Other metal artifacts found commonly but not reported consistently 
throughout my listed sites include musket balls, thimbles, drawer 
pulls, watch top winders, lead seals, complete or parts of shoe 
buckles, belt buckles, knee buckles and utensils. Some of the dug 
buttons and cuff links show ornate designs of various patterns; 
others commonly exhibit animals, plants or flowers. Coin weights 
are of special numismatic interest.

CONCLUSION: This survey has provided information from 
numerous metal detecting sites I have discovered over the past 19 
years in hope of giving an accurate perspective of the typical coins 
used in this region during colonial and early America. 

Most of these sites once contained homes or were areas supporting 
work or other activities and remained undisturbed until my initial 
findings. 

The coins that I have found represent those which were carried for 
everyday transactions and were dropped at these sites during 
everyday activities. Larger denominations of silver and gold 
probably were not carried on ones person very often, or even used 
by common folk at all. 

525 colonial/foreign coins (this number excludes US coins found) 
were recovered and documented in the survey. The following 
percentages by majority reveal the most commonly circulated 
pieces by country of origin.

Most of the circulating English, Irish and Spanish America coinage 
listed above can be narrowed down to 3 basic types and/or 
denominations which are as follows:

These 3 basic types and/or denominations alone account for 349 
pieces out of the 525 colonial/foreign coins listed in the survey or 
66.47%. 

It is interesting to note that Tables 6, 7, and 8 reveal a large portion 
of our circulating coinage (64 coins out of 1 1 16 or 5.73%) were 
either cut, holed, attempted to be holed or countermarked. These 
physical alterations were apparently common place in the pockets 
of our colonial and early American ancestors.

ISAAC COLLINS’ PUZZLE 

(David D. Gladfelter) 

Assume that you are Isaac Collins, the King’s Printer in the 
Colony, soon to be State, of New-Jersey. The time is March, 1776, 
and the agents of King George III, after nearly eight years of delay, 
have at long last granted royal approval to the colonial legislature’s 
authorization to print the 25"’ issue of New Jersey bills of credit. 
The authorization calls for printing of £100,000 worth of new bills 
and an additional £25,000 for replacement of worn bills.' The 
Revolution is barely three months away and a new Provincial 
Congress answerable to the public has just been elected.’ You have

“ “At this time, during the awkward change in governments, there were two distinct 
legislative powers in New Jersey, both claiming and exercising power, with several 
members of one being also members of the other.

The specifications are laid out for you, including the 
denominations into which the issue is to be divided and the number 
of bills required to be printed of each denomination. You are to 
print and deliver 81,250 bills of the 1 -shilling denomination, 
62,500 of the 18-pence, 50,000 of the 3s, 37,500 each of the 6s and 
12s, 25,000 of the 15s and 12,500 of the 30s. Each of these seven 
denominations is to have face designs printed in red and black. In 
addition, you are to print and deliver 6,250 bills of the £3 
denomination and 3,125 of the £6 denomination with face designs 
printed in red and blue, coincidentally, the colors soon to be 
adopted by our new nation. The nature printed backs of all 
denominations are to be in black. 

How, Mr. Collins, do you fulfill this contract, using the least 
possible amount of time, labor and materials? 

The real Isaac Collins had to figure out the answer from 
scratch, but you as his modern-day surrogate have some clues to 
follow. They are: 

• You know the sheet structure chosen by Collins for the 
seven lowest (red and black face) denominations. It is a double 
pane sheet of 24 subjects, printed each side with the backs of the 
left pane adjacent to the faces of the right pane, the individual bills 
lined up in two columns of six subjects each, with two guide holes 
in the margins between the panes which go over pins in the 
printing chase so as to line up the 24 subjects on the sheet when the 
other side is printed.^

• As for the two red and blue face denominations, the £3 
and £6 (neither of which have plate letters), you know that Collins 
printed them separately from the other seven, and that at least some 
of the £3 denomination bills were printed from a single form in 4- 
subject sheets with adjacent faces and backs and vertical margin 
guide holes/ You know that only a single face form (and likely a 
single back form as well) were used, not only because of the lack 
of plate letters, but also because the identical error “Reign” with 
umlaut instead of dot over the “i”, appearing on every £3 bill of 
this issue.*^ 


on a flat bed letterpress to line up 2-sided printed matter can be seen today in the print 
shop at Colonial Williamsburg. 

At least one 12-subject pane of the foregoing issue, with two of the subjects differing 
from those on the panes of Ford 6:541, survives today. Jacob Spiro sale (H.M.F. 
Schulman, March 18, 1955, lot 1232), now owned by a different New Jersey collector. 
The lineups are given in Newman, op. cit, p. 459, and are as follows: 

Ford sheet, left column, 3s plate letter B, 6s B, I8d B, 15s (no plate letter). Is A, 30s; 
right column, 3s A, 12s B, 18d C, 18d A, Is B, Is C. 

Spiro pane, same as above except that the bottom position bill in the left column is the 
6s plate letter A instead of the 30s, and the 4'^ position bill in the right column is the 12s 
A instead of the 18d A. 

At present, it is not known which of the sheet structures. Ford or Spiro, was printed 
first. It is theoretically possible to make such a determination from such evidence as 
broken type or cuts, or by the miraculous future discovery of some contemporaneous 
shop record.

Because no one knows for certain how Collins fulfilled the 
contract, there may well be more than one possible answer to the 
puzzle. One such answer, consistent with the facts given above, 
appears on page 50.

David reviewed the C4 Convention dates in Boston (17-20 
November) and made a call to get consignments for the auction in 
as soon as possible. He also asked for interesting Colonial 
purchases and finds that occurred during the show. Eric Li Cheung 
reported “cherrypicking” a few R-6 Connecticuts, a misattributed 
Maris 60-p New Jersey and a misattributed Nelson-8 Voce Populi. 

The next few minutes were spent discussing exhibits at the show 
that might be of interest to C4 members. They included: 

- A 1787 Brasher Doubloon (One of the Highlighted 
Exhibits) 
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Early Americana - With a Copy (not original) of the 
declaration of Independence and coins including a 1776 
Continental Dollar (also a Highlighted Exhibit) 

- A study of the Kentucky Cent and the First Fifteen 
Statehood Quarters 

Coins of Colonial New York 1700-1750 

- American Half Cents 1787-1857 

- A Selection of George Washington Pieces From Early 
America 

- A Colonial Merchant’s Dilemma (Foreign Gold and Silver 
Coins used in 18'’’ Century America) 

There was an announcement at the meeting that arrangements had 
been made by the CNLF (Colonial Newsletter Foundation) to 
donate its library including the Barnsley collection to the ANS in 
New York. 

The next topic discussed was the C4 auction in November. Tom 
Rinaldo reported that the auction has many good coins already 
consigned but is still in negotiation for an “Anchor” collection 
which will set the tone of the auction. 

A suggestion was made to advertise a half price C4 membership 
for the first year that would allow the collector to bid in the up 
coming auction. Also a suggestion was made to have periodic 
updates on the Colonial E groups about the auction. 

Research works were briefly discussed with Clem Schettino stating 
that he will present the second 10 families of counterfeit British 
half pennies at the C4 convention with 1 0 more families presented 
sometime after that. The entire series will be published in the CNL 
and eventually in book form. 

Tom Rinaldo also announced that Bud Bibbins is making 
arrangements to donate a number of Blacksmith Tokens to the C4 
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auction. Bud would like the proceeds of these tokens to contribute 
to Research and publishing of numismatic works. 

A call was made for articles and related historical tidbits for the 
newsletter. On behalf of Syd Martin - Editor, Leo Shane offered 
help to “would be” authors. The newsletter publishes important 
research articles but also has a place for “lighter” pieces that relate 
to the American Colonial era. 

The meeting concluded at 10:00 AM with discussions spilling into 
the hallway, down to the bourse floor. 


ISAAC COLLINS’S PUZZLE: A SOLUTION 

Mr. Collins would need to print 6,250 sheets having the Ford 
layout (see footnote 4) in order to satisfy the 12,500 quota for the 
30s denomination. This hypothetical press run would also produce 

12.500 bills of the 15s denomination and a like number of 12s bills 
from the form having plate letter B. 

To satisfy the 25,000 quota for the 15s denomination and the 

37.500 quota for the 12s denomination, he could print another 
6,250 sheets having the Spiro layout (see footnote 4). 

The Spiro press run, together with the Ford run, would yield a total 
of 300,000 bills, of the following denominations and plate letters: 

Is total: 75,000, 25,000 each from plate letters A, B and C 
18d total: 62,500, 12,500 from plate letter A and 25,000 
each from plate letters B and C 
3s total: 50,000, 25,000 each from plate letters A and B 
6s total: 37,500, 12,500 from plate letter A and 25,000 from 
plate letter B 
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12s total; 37,500, 12,500 from plate letter A and 25,000 
from plate letter B 

15s total: 25,000 

30s total: 12,500 

The foregoing hypothetical yield corresponds exactly with 
Newman’s tally of the specific number of bills emitted in each of 
the seven lowest denominations of the 25"’ issue of New-Jersey 
bills of credit (given at page 256 of the 4"’ edition, method at page 
28), with two exceptions: Newman states that an additional 6,250 
bills of the 1 s denomination were printed for a total of 81,250 bills, 
and that an equal number of 6s bills (18,750) were printed from 
plate letters A and B rather than the unequal numbers shown 
above. 

The former discrepancy could have been resolved by Collins 
totally unlocking the chase, removing the Is face forms A, B and 
C and the three corresponding back forms, and resetting them in a 
“mini-sheet” 6-subject layout, such as one having single columns 
of 3 faces and backs each, for a small separate press run of 1,042 
mini-sheets.** The latter discrepancy I cannot explain, unless the 
colonial printing records consulted by Newman were incorrect. 

It remains to account for the printing of the £3 and £6 bills. If 
Collins used a 4-subject sheet format, such as Ford 10:4801, to do 
this, the most economical way would have been to have set up a 
form with the £3 and £6 faces on one side and the corresponding 
backs on the other, and print 1,563 (or so) sheets to take care of the 
required 3,125 £6 bills.^ This would leave 4,687 £3 bills to be 


® This would produce 6,252 individual bills, 2 more than needed. Doubtless, Collins 
printed some extras of all denominations to take care of spoilage. Personal 
correspondence with E.P. Newman, September 12, 2000.

Cobs, Pieces of Eight, and Treasure Coins 1536-1773 Cobs, by 
Seward Menzel 

This recently published book by the American Numismatic Society 
(ANS) is the book of cobs that I always wanted to read but had 
never been published. 

The book begins with a brief history of the kings that ruled over 
the Latin American countries, a general depiction of the coin 
designs of each country, and how a cob is made. 

The bulk of the book goes into the specifics of each of the Latin 
American countries coin output. Not only does Mr. Menzel plate 
examples of the coins produced under each country and monarchy 
but he also plates examples released under each of the assayers. 
The coins plated are above average for the given issue. The book is 
nearly 500 pages and there are 1200 types listed in the book with 
nearly 3000 photographs. 

All in all this is a terrific book that the advanced or beginner cob 
collector will enjoy as well as those individuals who may not 
collect cobs but are interested in the dominant money that 
circulated in colonial America.

Gallery Mint Museum Awarded Non-Profit Status: Arkansas firm 
now eligible for grants, tax-deductible donations. 

(Eureka Springs, AR)— In a move culminating 13-years of 
planning by its founders, the Gallery Mint Museum (GMM) 
announced it has been granted non-profit 501(c)(3) status by the 
state of Arkansas. The move allows the popular mint to 
immediately begin organizing a museum of minting technology. 

“It was always our dream to establish a museum that would 
preserve the history, craftsmanship and artifacts associated with 
the minting of coins and printing of paper money,” said GMM co- 
founder Ron Landis. “We now have the organizational structure 
and legal recognition to do so.” 

Officially known as the Gallery Mint Museum Foundation, Inc., 
the new non-profit organization is a separate entity from the 
Gallery Mint, Inc. “The Gallery Mint will continue to operate as a 
for-profit company. We are two separate entities now” explained 
Landis. 

GMM will retain a number of consultants over the next few 
months as they build towards the opening of their numismatic 
museum, tentatively in 2006. “Joe would be thrilled to see our 
dream coming true,” said Landis, in reference to his partner Joe 
Rust, who died earlier this year. A fund-raising campaign will be 
announced shortly.

C4 Offers New Vlack Book on French Colonial Coins. The 

third monograph published by the Colonial Coin Collectors Club 
(C4) has been released. An Illustrated Catalogue of the French 
Billon Coinage in the Americas by the noted numismatist Robert 
A. Vlack. This is the first comprehensive guide to the billion 
coinage that circulated in the French colonies of the Americans, 
which included Canada, Louisiana and the French West Indies. An 
18-page introduction discuses the history of the coins and includes 
a rarity listing of the various counterstamped billion coins 
authorized for use in Canada during the seventeenth century. This 
is followed by an extensive and well-illustrated catalogue of the 
coins (pp. 20-157) reflecting over thirty years of research by Vlack 
on this topic. The catalog proceeds from the Mosqiietaires of 30 
and 15 denier s to the billon Sons Marques and Half-Sous Marques 
and then to contemporary counterfeits. It next includes a full listing 
of billon coinage and counterstamped billon coins of the French 
West Indies, as well as a discussion of the coins known as “black 
doggs.” The work was amended and edited by Philip L. Mossman 
with typesetting and graphic design by Gary Trudgen. 
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In the catalogue every denomination is divided into sections, one 
section for each of the various French mints producing that 
denomination; some denominations were issued from as many as 
thirty different mints! Each mint section contains an explanation 
of all the mintmasters and engravers associated with that mint 
during the years of issue. The specific coins from the mint are then 
cataloged by year with annotations on mintage, rarity and variants. 
There are numerous illustrations with enlarged details of overdates 
and errors that are especially useful to the user in identification. 
This is the first time such information has been made available in 
English.
